A Proclamation to preuent the furniſhing ofthe 


King of Spaine and his Subiects, with prouiſions for Shipping, 
or Munition for the VV arres, and with Victuals. 


{lereas His Maieſtie by His Royall Proclamation , bearing date 


eigne, fo2 ſpectall cauſes therein at large expꝛeſſed, did notific to all

manner of perſons of all conditions, that (hould ſend oz carry into 
P Spaine, Portugall,Burgundic, 02 Any other of the King of Spaines Countrits 


iner of Pꝛouiſions, to Serue, Build, Furnich, oꝛ Arme 2ny Ships of 
= Warre, oꝛ any kinde ok Munition foꝛ the Warre, oꝛ materials foꝛ the 
ſame, being not of the nature of meere Merchandize; That Hce would not onely authozize His 
owne Adnuralls and Captainesof His owne Shippes of Warre, but would alſo allow and ap- 
pꝛooue all other his Subiects to Arme their Shippes, and with them to impeach and arreſt all 
Shippes that ſhould Salle, either out of the Eaſt parts, oꝛ out of the Low- Countries, oz from any 
other Parts, with intention to paſſe to Spaine , Portugall, Burgundie, 02 any other of the King of 
Spaines Countries 02 Dominions, oꝛ to any the ſaid King of Spaines Ships being on the Seas, ha⸗ 
uing on Board any ſuch Graine, Uictuall, Pꝛouiſions of Barre, oꝛ Furniture ko: Shipping , oꝛ 
matertalls foꝛ the lame; and the ſame to bzing into the next good Poꝛt, there to bee oꝛdered as 
goods duely fozfcited ; the cauſes whereof being not onelp notoztouſly knowue to be molt true, 
but allo much tonducing to the common good of all his Maieſties Confederates and Allies in 
Chuſtendome, as in the laid Pꝛotlamation is let foozth, His Maicſtic well hoped would haue 
pꝛoduced that good effect which was deltred. 
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With whom patuate and particular gaine and aduantage will moze pꝛeuaile then any publique 
reſpects, of what conſequence ſoeuer;His Maieſtie intending to remooue all pꝛetexts of ignoꝛante 
02 other exceptions, which may be taken againſt the pzoccedings of His Judges and Officers, 
with any the Subietts of His Friends, Confederats, oꝛ Allies, who ſhall hereafter offend inthe 
P:c1inſſes, hath thought fit by thele Pꝛelents to make further declaration aſwell of the Species 
02 kinds of the things lo Pꝛohibited, as ofthe penalties tobe ſuffercd by the parties delinquent tt: 
ſupplying the Enemies with the lame p2ohibited things. Concerning therekoze thoſe kinds 
wherewith His Maieſtie may not ſuffer His ſaid Enemies to be furniſhed, His Maieſtie doth by 
theſe pzeſents publiſh and notifie, that He holdeth theſe things following to be of that qualitie 
and condition; viz. Oꝛdinance, Armes of all ſozts, Powder, Shott, Match, Bzamltone, Cop- 
per, Jron, Cozdage of all kinds; Hempe, Saile, Cantias, and Dantſc-Pouldams, Cables, An⸗ 
(1025, Maſts, Rafters,2Boate-Oares, Balcks, Capꝛaues, Deale board, Clap⸗board Pipe⸗laues, 
and Aeſſells and Ueſſellſtuffe, Pitch, Tarre, Rozen, Oäam, Cozne, Grame, and Mictuals of all 
loꝛts, all Bzouiſions foꝛ Shipping. and all Munition of Warre, oꝛ of Pꝛouiſions foꝛ the ſame, ac- 
toꝛding to foꝛmer Declarations and Acts of State, made in this behalfe in the time of Qucene 
liyabeth of famous memoꝛp. 

And therefoꝛe if any Perſon Whatſoencr after Three Moneths, from the publication of theſe 
Mꝛelents, ſhall by any of His Maieſties owne Ships, oz the Ships of any Dis Subictts Autho- 
rid ed to that effect, be taken Dayling towards the places afozeſaid , hauirg on board avp of the 
things ato:eſatd, oz returning thence inthe ſame Aopage, hauing vented oz diſpoled of the ſaid 
2529{;ibited goods, His Maicſtie will hold both the Ships and Goods ſo taken fo: lawſull parze, 
and cauſe them to be oꝛdered as duelp fozketted ; Whereby as Hts Maicſtic doth put in pꝛactiſe no 
Ynnoiation, ſince the lame courſe hathbeene held, and the ſame penalties haue beene herctofoze 
tuflitted by other States and Pꝛintes vpon the luke occaſions, and auowed and maintained by 
publique wütungs aud Apologies; So now Hts Maieſtie is in a manner inkoꝛted thereunto by 
Pꝛotlamattons let fozth by the King ok Spaineand the Archducheſſe, m which the ſame and grea⸗ 
ter leuerityis pꝛokeſſed againſt thoſe that hall carry oꝛ haue carried, without limitation, the like
